winne the kingdome of England therby, 
but alſo the kingdome of heanen .-It is 
perilous to thinke what traitozous rage 
map do, being armed with dꝛonken ſu- 
perſtition. It is a ſoze thing to conſider 
the unpotentie of ambition, ſpeciallp 
when it is iopned with the furte of rea⸗ 
ſonleſle loue. The common experience 
is , how dangerous thoſe knottes of 
theeues be where there is a woman in 
the companie . Thus is it plaine , that 
fo as much as the Pope clauneth ſuch 
w2ongfull vſurpation and ty2annie oner 
kinges and realmes , and ſith Papiſtes 
holde that he ſaith true, and claimeth but 
bis right, and can not erre in diſcerning 
it, all ſuch Papiſtes are traitozs to all 
kinges and kingdomes, 

As fo2 the ſecond concluſion , which 
acculeth Engliſh Papiſtes of treaſon to 
the Qutenes maieſtie, it is ſufficiently 
pꝛoued, fo; that it is as a particular with- 
in a generall, included in the fozmer . Pet 
fo2 the ſpeciall confirmation of it, it hath 
certaine pꝛiuate and ſeuerall reaſons. 
It is well knowen how thep ſought her 
graces death in her ſiſters time: what 
pꝛactiſes, what fetches were vſed fo2 it: 
what examinations , what ſearchinges, 
were 


were fo finde colo? of her deffrucion , 
yea (if it bs true, which is credibly ſapd) 


how farre without coloz they pꝛoceded, 


if God had not miraculonſlp kept her, 
to the pꝛeſeruation of this Realne and 
the comfo2t of whole Chꝛiſtendome. But 
to make ſome demonſtration of their ha- 
tred to her maieſtie by reaſon, and after 
to deſcend to the examples and p:act- 
ſes, let vs examine the cauſes. 

Mhereas the Papiſtes holde, that 
the Pope is head of Gods vniuerſall 
Church, and that ſuch authoꝛitie as the 
Mueene claimeth in England oner ec⸗ 
cleſiaſticall perſons and in eccleſiaſticall 
cauſes , as due to her highneſle in right 
of her crowne, is not due to her, but be- 
longing to the Pope, in ſo ſaping thep 
mult ſay that her maieſtie claimeth an vn- 
iuſt ty2annicall power. And whoſoener 
ſhall ſo ſay , though not in the ſame filla- 
bles , is an vniuſt and an errant traito2, 
and can not loue her that hath pulled 
downe him whom they call head of their 
Church. 

Alſo where Papiſtes affirme the 
Chirch of Rome to be the true Catho- 
licke Chirch of God, and that, as out of 
Nocs Arke there was no ſafetie from 

C.tj, dzowning, 


the Q. fo; 


dꝛowning, fo out ofthe Romane Church 
there is no eſcape of damnation: is there 
any hope, that they ſo thinking can oz 
do loue her highneſſe, that hath diſmem⸗ 
bꝛed them from the bodp of that Chirch, 
and piucked them out cf that Cocklozelles 
boate ? 

Where Papiſtes holde the hereſie of 
tranſubſfantiation , and the bꝛead to be 
Chaiites naturall bodie, the blaſphemie 
of Popiſhe Baſle to be an auailing ſacri⸗ 
fice fo2 quicke and dead, the Popes par⸗ 
dons to be hable to deliuer them from 
hell and damnation : is it likely that they 
loue her whom they thinke to depziue 
them of ſo great treaſures ? 

Where the Papiſtes holde our whole 
fozme of ſeruing of God, which fozme 
the Qucenes maieſtie hath pꝛeſcribed and 
delivered to her ſubteces, to be ſchiſma⸗ 
tical! , our lawes in ſpir ituall thynges no 
lawes, our ſacramentes no ſacramentes, 
our Wilhops no Biſhops , our Clergie 
no Clergie, ſurely they thinke our Coꝛo⸗

bad ſo long lurked in their boſomes. 
Geue once the like oppoꝛtunities, and be 
bold that pou ſhall haue the like ſpeches, 
fo2 they haue ffill the like hartes and like 
expectations. They comfo2t them ſelues 
with this, that the remembꝛance of theſe 
thinges will one dap be pleaſant vnto 
them ; and in the meane tyme (as Cicero 
ſayth)oculis deſignant ad cædem vnum- 
ny noſtrum , they note euery one of

bs with they2 eyes and regiſter bs fs be 
deſtroyed, Let vs therefo2e take the con / 
trarie courſe to them. Where thep loks 
fo2 an other tyme, let vs do our endenour 
to mainteine this tyme . where thep reach 
with erpectation to altering of gouerne⸗ 
ment, let vs bend all our foꝛce, policie and 
meanes of ſeruice to the defenſe of thys e- 
ſfate. Where they pꝛap fo2 change, ſpecial- 
ly of Autenes, let vs pꝛap fo2 continuance 
of her highneſſes reigne . Where they 
hyde rebellious ſlomakes, let vs ſhew true 
and fapthfull hartes. Where thep deſire 
that her maieſtie and her Counſel may be 
deteiued with flattering and erronious 
pꝛetenſe of policie, paciſication, and colour 
of clemencie, that vnder that ſhadow they 
may lurke and be noꝛiſhed as ſerpent in 
boſome, let vs pꝛaie to God to gene iudge⸗ 
ment to diſcerne them, to ſearch the bot⸗ 
tome of the late treaſons, that they may 
be ſhaken out and vſed as dangerous vi⸗ 
pers. Where their truſt is in their Pope 
and Popiſhe treaſons and conſpiracies, 
let our confidence be in God and his p20- 
uidence , not ſhzinking from the ſame 
with our beſt courage and pꝛudence. 
Where they will not ſticke to vie all ſut- 
tle vndermpninges, and will not loſe the 
| van⸗ 


vantage of times, that they may one day 
triumph in cruel violence, let vs pꝛap that 
on this part be vſed all god policies, that 
Gods offred meanes & god oppoꝛtunites 
be not refuſed oz onerſlipped , that God 
rent not the kingdome from his anopnted 
fo2 (paring his enemies, but that it may 
long flouriſhe in the handes of his moſt 
noble and vertuous handmapde our moſt 
excellent x gratious Doueraigne Ladie. 
Thus is it euident by reaſons and exam⸗ 
ples, what hartes Papiſtes beare to her 
maieſtie. 


The third concluſion, that ſuch Eng⸗Englich 


liſh Papiſtes are trayto2s to the realme 
of England ec. hath receaued two pꝛoues 
already, the one in the generall treaſons 
ok all Papiſtes to all realmes, wherein 
England and Engliſh Papiſtes are in- 
cluded , the other in their traitozous 
mindes to the Queenes maieſties perſon 
and dignitie, which is the hyelt treaſon 
that can be to the realme of England. Pet 
are there ſome other particular doinges 
mo2e ſpecially to enfozce it, namelp the 
experience that hath bene of they? caſting 
away the care of their countrie and all 0- 
ther naturallaffecions,to the end with all 
immanitie t outragious vnnaturall cruel 
I. ii. tie to

tie to toꝛment Engliſhe Chꝛiſtians and to 
ſubiec the realme to foꝛen power fo? their 
falſe religions ſake , J am ſure there are 
enow and to many that can remember 
both that they haue red in credible hiſto- 
ries, and ſcene in lamentable experience, 
how the Papiſtes haue ſhewed them 
ſelues ſo addicted to their ſuperſticion, and 
ſo captined to an vndue reverence of their 
ty2zanous Pope, that they haue foꝛ it re⸗ 
lected the care of cotintry and. of thoſe to 
whome naturall dutie bound them, 

It is certapne that that Engliſhe man 
which can be contented fo2 Papiſtrie to 
rapſe oz fanoz rebellion in our countrep: 
to iopne in conſpiracie with ſtrangers, to 
helpe to inuade and ſpople our countrep:

conqueſt: to colour fozen ſubiections of 
our countrey with falſe titles of wzeſted 
law, to ſubmit his fapth to that potentate 
that hath accurſed and genen our coun- 
trep, thepꝛ ſoules to the diuell their bodpes 
landes and poſſeſſions to them that can 

catch them: to belene oz fauoꝛ them that 
ſpꝛed all vile diſhoners agaynſt our coun- 
trey:to take his part as the moſt holy =

that claymeth to him ſelfe from our natu⸗ 


of her ſubtectes, yea t of all her ſubiectes 
in a great part of they: affaires: to aſſent 
that a fozen bſurper ſhall by deceaneable 
ſhewes of falſe religion hane o2dinarie 
meanes by coloꝛs of ſutes, reſoꝛtes, an- 
nates, frutes, penſions, inueſtitures, and 
other infinite craftes to robbe our coun⸗ 
trey of treaſure: to like wel of his doinges 
and to hold that he doth no moze than he 
lawfully may do , which beyng an alien
